Yesterday afternoon Hon. J P. Jones 


arrived from tha Wast. A large crowd 
assembled at the Depot to meet him, 
and the brass band of the Nellie Boyd 
Company, which was engaged for the 
occasion, furnished excellent music. 
The Senator, preceded by the band, 
and followed by a large crowd of citi- 
zens, was talsan to the residence oi 
Alex. Wise, where he remains during 
hia stay here, und where he was called 
upon by a largo number of citizens of 
srory political opinion. He goes hence 
to Austin this afternoon, and will speak 
in that city to-mottow night. 


Last ensuing the streets were lighted 


•with bonfires, tho band played lively 
airs, anvils awakened the echoes, and a 
very largo crowd assembled at Centen- 
nial Hall, where the Hon. J. P. Jones 
was announced to speak. About 8 
o'clock the hall was filled to its utmost 
capacity, many ladies being present 
C. 8. Osborn, Chairman of the Repub- 
lican County Central Committee, called 
the meeting to order, and invited W. 
H. Minor to preside. He also named 
as Vice Presidents, H. C. Davis, who 
he expected to cast one of the electoral 
Totes of Nevada for Mr, Blains, Alex. 
Wise, T. J. Hadley, G. F. Turrittin, 
Mnjor IjHtlefigid, of Utah, Captain 
Palmer, of Carlin, Judge Bigelow, of 
EIko, Professor King, John Borland 
«nd H. J. Pratt. Mr. Minor made a 
'brief 
address, 
and 
introduced 
the 


champion of silver, Senator Jones, who 
was received with applause, while the 
band atrnck np a lively air. The Sana- 
tor thanked the audience, and wished 
he might find language adequate to ex- 
press his gratitude for the reception 
given him. 


TBS SILVBB QUESTION. 


Senator Jones said he came rather to 


talk than to make a speech, to deal di- 
rectly with interests which concern the 
people financially. When honored with 
the great trust, which he now came to 
lay down or accept again, as the people 
•hall choose, ho discovered that silver 
•was demonetized. He found that by 
the Coinage Act of 1873, a bill which 
slipped through Congress without those 
who Toted for it knowing what it was 
designed for, as a very little gold or 
silver was then in circulation East, our 
leading industry was paralyzed. It was 
a mischievous measure, und if it was a 
conspiracy on the part of the Republi- 
cans to pass it, tho Democrats did not 
object. 
Ho found hard times had 


gtruck the country when he went to 
"Washington; the Treasury Department 
vras contracting tha currency, and the 
red flag of the Sheriff hung over half 
the land. During this panic he took up 
the silver question, but could "get no 
hearing until 1876. 
He made a speech 


which it took him days to deliver; not 
that be believed in long speeches, but 
because ha wanted to cover the whole 
ground, and go to the root of the mat- 
tar. 
Ha succeeded in getting Thurman 


and others enlisted in the cause, and a 
commission was finally appointed. 
He 


explained his connection with the ques- 
tion until the passage of the Silver bill; 
and although that bill did not accom- 
plish as muoh for the great industry of 
the State as he desired, it waa the best 
the friends of silver could do at that 
time, as the East wonM not consent to 
the free coinage olause, and as it was it 
Jiad to be passed over the President's 
reto. The execution of the law is scant, 
in cogase queues of a hostile Secretary of 


the Treasury, and, he believed if the 
coinage of $3,500,000 a month -was kept 
up by the mints, silver bullion would 
rise to par. The silver question is n 
sectional one, tho East, 'or creditor 
class, being against it, and the West, 
or debtor class, in favor of it. 


The Senator apologized 
for Mr. 


Elaine's opposition to the Silver bill by 
saying that he did not understand it, 
and consequently wanted 17% grains 
more silver put into the dollar; but he 
predicted that if Elaine ia inaugurated, 
ha can persuade him, within three 
months to appoint a Secretary of the 
Treasury who is friendly to silver, and 
•who will anfore the law moro liberally 
than at present, BO that silver will go to 
par, and the mines of Hurnboldt and 
other parts of Nevada, now lying idle, 
will be opened. As Chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Senate, he 
quietly strangled fifty or more bills that 
were hostile to the silver interest, and 
in this way indirectly benefited the 
great industry of the State, and if ho 
stays in Washington until tho 4th of 
March, ho will BOO that nothing hap- 
pens to it, and if chosen again to remain 
there longer, he will see that our lead- 
ing industry is protected. 


EISSTBIOTION OP CHINESE. 


The Senator explained from his stand- 


point the positions of the two great po- 
litical parties on the Chinese question. 
He admitted that Eastern Republicans 
were opposed to restricting Chinese im- 
migration, but the sentiment against 
Chinese was growing steadily in that 
section. In the East they opposed re- 
striction, because it had become more 
than a principle, and amounted to un 
emotional sentiment, that this is the 
"homo of tbo free; the land of the op- 
pressed of every clime." Chinese im- 
migration had continued for twelve 
years before the people of this coast 
objected to it, aucl it required time to 
educate the people of the East up to 
our way of thinking. The Democrats 
in the South had had 200 years experi- 
ence with an inferior race, aud were 
ready to oppose Chinese immigration. 
He predicted that there never will be 
equality between people of different 
races—one will dominate. He was in 
Chicago at the last National Conven- 
tion, and helped draw the plank oppos- 
ing Chinese immigration. Mr. Hoar 
objected, but be insisted that nine- 
tenths of the people of this const are 
opposed to Chinese. 


THE TAEIFF QUESTION. 


The Senator took strong grounds in 


favor of a high tariff. 
He argued that 


agricultural communities never attain a 
high rank intellectually, and are less 
prosperous financially than manufactur- 
ing communities. He would build the 
wall of protection so high that it would 
exclude the importation of all articles 
manufactured by the pauper labor of 
Europe. 
He said the tariff led to in- 


ventions which lightened the labors of 
the people, and he thought the time 
would come when no person would have 
to work more than a few hours a day to 
support himself and family comforta- 
bly. In agricultural districts there are 
no inventors, comparatively speaking, 
while in manufacturing districts the 
average is one in 700 of the population. 
Before a tariff was placed on wool, it 
was nearly all imported; now, four- 
iftbs of what ia used in the United 
States is produced at home, and the 
one-fifth that is imported is of the 
joorest quality, used for carpeta, and 
such an inferior article that civilized 
jeoplu would not attempt to produce 
t. 


MISCELLANEOUS MATXEES. 


The Senator alluded to the famous 


MoSweeney case, and said Mr. Biuine 
and our G-overnment was not to blame 
!or his imprisonment. 
He also read 


some letters from Mr. Elaine regard- 
ng the persecution of Jews in Russia, 
also relating to the Panama Cinaland 
other subjects of international note. 
3e claimed that whatever party is in 
>ower the Government should protect 
ts citizens, and he did not charge the 
Democratic party with being less patri- 
j 


otic in this respect than the Republican 
?arty. 


He paid a tribute to the bravery of 


the South, and he did not believe that 
12,000,000 people ever intentionally did 
•wrong, bnt the South made a mistake. 


Mr. A. Kleinhans asked the Senator 


iow it is that Butler pictured the conn- 
;ry aa being anything but prosperous, 
with men out oi employment, etc., not-1 


withstanding the tariff, while Blaina 
saw it through glasses of another color. 
The Senator answered that the waves 
of the ocean rise and fall, but did not 
change the general level of the water, 
arid explained at some length the cause 
of the business depression East, and 
closed by thanking the people of Hum- 
bold for favors always shown him. 


During the two hours 
and over 


which he spoka he was listened to 
with marked attention, save when intei- 
rupted by applause. Ho is a forcible 
aad logical speaker, anrl, like Cassidy, 
has the faculty—not very common 
among public speakers—of nou offend- 
ing any of his hearers. There is an- 
other similarity between our Senator 
and Representative in this campaign, 
and that is, each is stronger than his 
party, a fact which is apparent to all 
who heard both gentlemen speak. At 
the close of the speaking three cheers 
were proposed for Blaiue and Logan , 
and given by the admirers of those gen- 
tlemen, after 
which the crowd dis- 


persed.
